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Decision handed over 
for college sports bid

A PLANNING bid linked 
in with a controversial 
supermarket application has 
been handed over to the 
county council. 

Newmarket College applied for 
permission to improve its sports 
facilities last October and the 
application has gone to Suffolk 
County Council for consideration 
rather than Forest Heath District 
Council, the normal planning 
authority. 

If permission was granted the 
college would receive two new grass 
football pitches, an artificial grass 
pitch, a multi-use games area and 
new changing facilities. 

The application is linked to a bid 
by Sainsbury’s to build a 6,636 sq m 
supermarket on the George Lambton 
Playing Fields, as the developers 
offered to fund improvements to 
make up for 12.8 acres of public 
space which would initially be lost if 
the supermarket giant is successful. 

The applications are separate. 

David Palk, development manager 
at Suffolk County Council, said the 
reason they had taken over the 
application was the county council 
looked after developments at schools. 

He said: “When we looked into it a 
bit more closely we decided it was no 
different from any school application.”

Driver fined 
for checking 
mobile phone 

A WOMAN who was reading 
Facebook on her mobile phone 
while driving without 
insurance has escaped 
disqualification. 

Gemma Rolfe, 25, of Great 
Lane, in Reach, was stopped by 
police on May 31 after driving 
down the High Street, in 
Newmarket, while looking at 
Facebook on her phone. 

She was found to be driving 
without third party insurance. 

Rolfe pleaded guilty to a 
charge of driving without 
insurance and one of using a 
mobile phone whilst driving at 
a hearing in September at West 
Suffolk Magistrates’ Court. 

The court imposed a £400 
fine for the charge of driving 
without insurance and ordered 
Rolfe to pay £105 costs and £15 
victim surcharge last week. 

Magistrates decided not to 
disqualify her after they heard 
in mitigation that she lived in 
an isolated place and needed 
her car to get to work. 

She received eight points on 
her licence. 

Rolfe also received a £60 fine 
for using her mobile while 
driving.

New commissioner 
relieved at victory

THE new Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) for 
Suffolk has promised he 
will not be “partisan or 
party political”. 

Tory candidate Tim Passmore 
was announced on Friday as 
the first Suffolk PCC after a 
second count as Labour’s Jane 
Basham had a lead of only 152 
votes in the first round which is 
not enough for a majority. 

In the first count the results 
were Ms Basham 29,967, Mr 
Passmore 29,805, Independent 
David Cocks 14,217 and UKIP’s 
Bill Mountford 11,179. 

The second round saw Mr 
Passmore win with 7,141 votes 
compared to 5,038 for Ms 
Basham. 

He will step into his new role 
tomorrow after resigning as 
leader of Mid Suffolk District 
Council on Monday. 

Mr Passmore, a self-employed 
rural and agri-cultural business 
consultant, said: “I am relieved

in a way as I knew it would be 
a close race. 

“I received the majority of 
second preference votes in all 
the districts so that is a clear 
endorsement. 

“I want to assure all the 
people, whether they voted for 
me or not, that I am a Suffolk 
person and this is not partisan 
or party political. I want to do 
what is best for Suffolk.” 


The overall turnout for 
Suffolk was only 16 per cent 
and 7,263 spoiled ballots were 
found during the count. 

The district of Forest Heath, 
which includes Newmarket and 
Mildenhall, had the lowest 
turnout in the county with 13.7 
per cent meaning 88,497 out of 
the 552,780 eligible voters cast 
their ballots. 

When asked about the low 
turnout Mr Passmore said: “It 
was poor, I am not going to beat 
about the bush. 

“I am very sad that people 
don’t vote in elections as there 
is nothing stopping them.” 

Mr Passmore said he was “not 
impressed” with the Govern¬ 
ment for moving the election 
from May to November as he 
said it was difficult to canvass 
large rural areas in the dark 
winter evenings. 

His first tasks as PCC will be 
to set the precept and set out 
the first ideas for the Police and 
Crime Plan for Suffolk.

Fears growing 
on health jobs 


A UNION has warned 
patients will suffer if 
proposals to cut 137 
community healthcare jobs 
across the county go ahead. 

Public sector union Unison said 
the private health provider Serco is 
planning to scrap 31 community 
nurses, 18 general health workers, 
eight physiotherapists, and nine 
specialist and district nurses out of 
the 1,072 full time equivalent staff. 

Serco took over the £140m three- 
year contract for running of Suffolk 
Community Healthcare from NHS 
Suffolk on October 1, including 
community hospitals in 
Newmarket, Aldeburgh and 
Felixstowe. 

According to Unison, proposed 
workforce structures were 
distributed among staff this week 
which proposed cutting 66 
frontline jobs. 

Tim Roberts, regional organiser 
for Unison, said: “There is no way 
that Suffolk Community 
Healthcare can lose so many key 
professionals and maintain current 
services. 

“Serco underbid the NHS Trust 
that was previously managing the 
organisation by £10 million and it’s 
clear they now want to save that 
money by cutting the workforce. 

“These job losses will have 
massive impact on health services 
in Suffolk and we fear that patients 
will suffer.”

However a spokesman for Serco 
maintained there would be no 
compulsory redundancies. 

He said: “We are looking for 
voluntary redundancies and people 
taking career breaks to put 
themselves forward. 

“This is very clear and we are 
consulting with our staff on the 
matter.” 

Serco has not yet confirmed 
whether any positions would be 
axed at Newmarket Hospital. 

In an email seen by the News, a 
member of staff at Serco said: “We 
are not looking at making 
reductions at Newmarket 
Hospital.” 

A spokesman for Serco said: 
“The situation is that we have 
confirmed that there will be no 
reductions in the staff on the wards 
or clinics at Newmarket Hospital or 
any of the other Community 
Hospitals that we are operating in 
Suffolk.” 

He was unable to confirm 
whether non clinical jobs might be 
cut. 

A 90-day internal consultation is 
currently under way and Serco 
have been speaking to a number of 
external bodies, such as clinical 
commissioning groups, councils, 
health and social care providers 
across Suffolk, patient groups, 
hospices, charities and voluntary 
organisations.

Mr Palk said the 
reason it has taken so 
long to deal with was 
the county council 
planning authority had 
not been aware the bid 
had been submitted to 
Forest Heath. 

After discussion 
between the two 
councils it was decided 
to pass it on to the 
county council while 
the bid by Sainsbury’s 
will be decided by 
Forest Heath, even 
though the playing 
fields are a mitigating 
factor in the 
supermarket’s bid. 

He said: “The 
important thing to 
remember from our 
perspective is the 
county council will not 
be determining the 
supermarket 
application. 

“We will be dealing 
with the applications 
as if it is about 
improving sporting 
facilities and 

community facilities in 
the town. 

“The fact that it is 
related to the other 
development is 
immaterial.” 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, 
principal of New¬ 
market College, said he 
hoped the county 
council would see the 
benefits to the college. 

He said: “Opposing 
us is not opposing 
Sainsbury’s - it is 
actually opposing the 
students and young 
people of Newmarket. 

“Obviously the 
financial aspect is 
there as George 
Lambton and 

Sainsbury’s have 
committed to provide 
the financial support 
for the school project 
but the planning 
consent is a different 
issue. 

“If we get the 
permission and 
Sainsbury’s didn’t then 
we would still be able 
to go ahead if we could 
secure funding from 
elsewhere.” 

Suffolk County 
Council hopes to 
consider the appli¬ 
cation at a devel¬ 
opment control meet¬ 
ing on December 18.

Repairs to 
skate park 
must wait 

A SKATE park remains in a state 
of limbo because the district 
council has not yet resolved a 
planning application. 

Josh Cooper, 14, wrote to 
Newmarket Town Council in 
September to ask for repairs to 
be done to the skate park on the 
George Lambton Playing Fields. 

His email said: “Would it be 
possible in the future we could 
get a new skate park because all 
the ramps have holes in and the 
box wobbles.” 

His complaint was raised at 
the previous leisure services 
committee meeting in October 
and Cllr Warwick Hirst resolved 
to raise it with Forest Heath 
District Council. 

However, Cllr Hirst reported 
to the committee last week that 
the district council said no 
repairs could be done to it until 
the bid to build a Sainsbury’s on 
the playing fields was resolved. 

Cllr Hirst said: “We can’t do 
any work at the moment as we 
don’t know whether it will be 
built there or not.” 

He explained the developers, 
who submitted the bid over a 
year ago, had promised to 
replace the skate park elsewhere 
in the town if their application 
was approved. 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, 
said: “Is this not neglecting the 
children’s safety?” 

Cllr Hirst said this was a 
separate issue and assured her 
the skate park was inspected 
weekly to maintain standards. 

Cllr Joy Uney, who chaired 
the meeting, said: “After we 
received that email I did speak 
to the officer from Forest Heath 
who was inspecting it.” 

There are also bids to build a 
Tesco, Morrisons and Asda but 
Forest Heath has yet to set a 
date to decide on the 
applications.

Boost to outdoor market 


NEWMARKET’S outdoor 
market has been promised 
a boost by councillors 
after the success of a 
themed event. 

The Christmas and Craft 
Market, which was held 
on November 10 in Market 
Square, was declared a 
success by traders after 
Forest Heath District 
Council gave funding for 
25 extra stalls. 

Andy Neal, who owns a 
mobility stall at the 
market, told a meeting of 
Newmarket Town 

Council’s leisure services 
committee last week: “The 
weather was horrendous 
but anyone who was there 
would have seen that 
footfall had greatly 
increased.” 

Mr Neal suggested using 
the space for other events 
as it might bring more 
customers the stallholders 
and the surrounding 
shops. 


Cllr David Hudson said: 
“I would like to see the 
market promoted and 
different ideas going 
forward.” 

He said the town 
council’s community 
services committee had 
voted last week to 
designate £1,000 of its 
budget to the market. 

Mayor George Lambton 
raised concerns about the 
area being used for 
children’s activities 
because of its close 
proximity to the traffic of 
Fred Archer Way.

Better life can be reality 

Sir, PDSA's new Animal Wellbeing (PAW) report was 
released last week and revealed that millions of pets' 
needs are being neglected. This isn't due to deliberate 
mistreatment - simply that many owners don't fully 
understand what their pets need to be healthy and 
happy. 

There are a number of worrying findings in the PAW 
report, one of which is that nearly a third of dog 
owners have been bitten or attacked by a dog. 
Aggression is most often caused by a lack of 
appropriate training and socialisation when dogs are 
young, which can lead to fears and aggression in later 
life.

Another stark finding is that many owners aren't aware 
of the five simple things pet owners need to provide by 
law to ensure their pets' long-term wellbeing. 

All of the animal welfare issues the report assesses are 
preventable. As the UK's leading veterinary charity, we 
can't ignore this and want to do all we can to improve 
the physical and mental wellbeing of pets. 

To help support owners we have launched our Better 
Life for Pets campaign and are urging all local pet 
owners, whether you have a dog, cat, rabbit or other 
small pet, to visit www.pdsa.org.uk/pawreport to read 
the PAW report and watch our unique pet welfare 
animation. 

It may just take one or two small changes, but with 
your help we can make a better life for all pets a 
reality.

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Pacemaker fitted to 
stop girl passing out 



A TODDLER has been 
fitted with a pacemaker 
to stop her passing out 
every time she is told 
off. 

Ava Fenton, 2, suffers 
from a rare condition 
which causes her heart to 
stop beating every time she 
is in pain or cries. 

She first passed out when 
she was 6 months old and 
she nearly died when she 
was 9 months old when she 
had a six-minute seizure. 

At first baffled doctors 
thought Ava was just 
holding her breath during 
temper tantrums. 

But she was eventually 
diagnosed with reflex 
anoxic seizures - meaning 
extreme emotions can make 
her heart and breathing 
stop temporarily. 

Any emotion strong 
enough to make her cry - 
including fear, upset, anger 
and pain - cuts the blood 
supply to her brain and 
makes her pass out. 

At its worst, medics 
feared she could die if her 
heart and breathing could 
not be started again. 

The terrifying condition 
meant Ava could never be 
left alone by her mother 
Natalie Fenton, 38, to play 
with other youngsters. 

Her mum and dad, Paul 
Fenton, 34, of Burwell, 
were forced to maintain her 
happy mood with constant 
attention. 

They could never let her 
get too tired or hungry and 
had to be careful about 
telling her off, in case the 
emotional upset sparked an 
episode. 

Natalie was too terrified 
to leave Ava unattended for 


17 months and would not 
dare leave the room even to 
make a cup of tea without 
taking her along. 

She says the smallest 
thing can set off an 
episode, from leaving her 
alone in a room, to 


somebody taking food off 
her - or even from falling 
over and hurting herself. 

The severity of Ava’s 
condition was captured on 
a home video which shows 
Ava lying on her back with 
her arms above her head 


before she suddenly stops 
crying - and passes out. 

Doctors have managed to 
bring Ava’s condition 
under control by fitting her 
with a pacemaker, which 
stops her heart rate slowing 
to below 80 beats a minute. 

The family say the pace¬ 
maker has become their 
“safety net”, although it has 
not cured the condition 
and Ava still suffers up to 
two seizures a day. 

Natalie and Paul said 
they had to “pick our 
battles” as telling Ava off 
would cause her to have an 
episode. 

Natalie, a midwife, said: 
“When it first happened I 
was completely shocked. 
Ava looked like she was 
dead. You do not expect 
your daughter to pass out. 

“We did not want to be 
parents who mollycoddle 
their children - but we had 
to become like that pretty 
quickly. 

“It was really hard to 
discipline Ava. We had to 
work out a way to tell her 
off without making her 
really upset. For a young 
child that is really hard. 

“We had to pick our 
battles. We only told her off 
when she did something 
that was dangerous, for 
example playing behind the 
television near the electric 
cables. 

“We always had a real 
feeling of guilt as we knew 
she would pass out. We 
often used distraction 
techniques. Without the 
pacemaker she probably 
wouldn’t be with us now.” 

As many as one in every 
thousand children and 
young people suffer from 
RAS, but rarely so severely.

Amnesty relaunched 
in knife crime battle

BRIGHT yellow bins 
have been put in place 
to encourage people to 
bin their knives. 

Suffolk Police have re¬ 
launched their knife amnesty 
campaign by repainting the 
bins in an eyecatching shade. 

Already 96 blades have 
been handed over in 
Mildenhall this year, with a 
total of 1,640 knives 
deposited all over Suffolk. 

There are four permanent 
bins outside police stations, 
including one in Mildenhall, 
as well as two mobile bins. 

Holly Watson, a teenage 
anti-knife campaigner, said: 
“I’m really pleased with how 
the bins look. Anyone going 
to one of the four police 
stations can’t miss them and 
I hope they will make people 
think more about binning 
their blades and not carrying 
a knife in the first place.” 

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said he was delighted the 
campaign was going strong. 

He added: “The number of 


knives handed in during 
2011 was considerable, and I 
am pleased that people are 
still binning their blades in 
2012. 

“Whilst there continues to 


be no significant problem 
with knife crime in Suffolk, 
we still want to raise 
awareness of the conse¬ 
quences of carrying a knife.” 

The permanent amnesty 


bins have been in place for 
two years, following the 
success of the initial amnesty 
in 2011 where 6,125 knives 
were deposited across the 
county. 


Creative way to tackle crime prevention 


THIEVES could face a nasty surprise if 
they try to make off with produce 
from allotments. 

The Field Terrace branch of the 
Newmarket Allotment Association 
teamed up with pupils from Paddocks 
School to plant 150 prickly plants on 
the site. 

Steve Cakebread, of the Field Terrace 
branch, said: "We had nine break-ins 
last year, all causing criminal damage. 


"We have already started planting 
blackberries along the fences to 
prevent people climbing in." 

Steve and his team applied for 
funding from the Jubilee Woods 
Project, delivered by the Woodland 
Trust, which also provided an oak tree 
from a royal garden to be planted 
nearby. 

Jackie Norton, crime reduction officer 
at Suffolk Police, said: "This is a very 


creative way to deter offenders and 
will no doubt prove to be a valued 
addition to the area. 

"Crime prevention initiatives like this 
go a long way to tackling petty crime 
in our communities." 

Acting Inspector Mark Shipton added: 
"Hopefully these plants will also 
prove more attractive than the usual 
fence."

The Pave Hawk 
helicopter belongs to the 
56th Rescue Squadron 
and is used to recover 
aircrews which have been 
forced to land or other 
isolated personnel.

A VOLUNTEER had a'red 
letter day' after he discovered 
a rare bird on a nature 
reserve. 

Roy Largeant, a regular 
volunteer at RSPB Lakenheath 
Fen, described his 
astonishment as he spotted a 
great northern diver bird on 
the reserve on Saturday. 

The diver bird has a rounded 
head and a long dagger like 
beak which helps it to catch 
fish while swimming very low 
on the water. 

They do not breed in Britain 
and only occasionally visit the 
coastline in the winter 
months. They are very rarely 
seen inland. 

Mr Largeant said: "Going out 
on the reserve on Saturday my 
first point of call was the wash 
land viewpoint. 

"Out on the water was a large, 


dark bird and I thought 'This 
is something different.' 

"I rushed back to the visitor 
centre for a telescope and 
found, to my surprise, a great 
northern diver, a first for the 
reserve and myself. 

"What a red letter day!"

A MAN has raised more 
than £1,000 for the 
hospice that cared for his 
wife in the last few days of 
her life.

Priority is tackling 
drunken behaviour 


DRUNKEN behaviour will 
be a priority for police 
after complaints from the 
public and town coun¬ 
cillors. 

Newmarket Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team (SNT) agreed to 
make it a priority to tackle 
alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour in the Church Lane 
area at a meeting last week. 

A meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council earlier this 
month discussed the poss¬ 
ibility of setting up an alcohol 
free zone, known as a 
Designated Public Place Order 
(DPPO), in Church Lane. 

Cllr Joy Uney complained 
there were a number of people 
drinking in the street in the 
daytime and described the 
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behaviour as “an unsettling 
experience”. 

Sgt Mark Shipton said: “At 
the time, people were not 
letting us know about the 
issue. 

“I put out an appeal to 
people to let the police know if 
there is any anti-social 
behaviour going on. 

“If the stats show there are 
problems in the area then we 
will act with Forest Heath 
District Council and 
Newmarket Town Council.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
Police said: “Officers from 
both the SNT and the 
Neighbourhood Response 
Team will be conducting 


patrols during key times in 
order to engage positively with 
drinkers - giving words of 
advice and taking enforcement 
action when necessary. 

“The team will gather 
statistics during this period 
to develop intelligence 
surrounding the issue. 

“Officers will liaise with 
partnership agencies with a 
possible view to introducing a 
Designated Public Place Order 
to the area.” 

DPPOs do not forbid 
drinking alcohol in the street 
but it allows police to 
intervene if someone is 
drunkenly causing a nuisance.

“Losing your sight is an 
extremely difficult experience 
that leaves many people 
feeling isolated and alone. 

“This is an opportunity to 
have a real and positive 
impact, helping somebody 
rebuild their life and get out 
and about again.” 

Helen Sismore, of Guide 
Dogs, said they were 
supporting the initiative as 
guide dogs are not always the 


right solution for everyone. 

She said: “Volunteering to 
become a sighted guide is a 
valuable skill for individuals 
and it’s a tangible way of 
making a difference to a blind 
or partially sighted person’s 
life today.” 

Anyone aged who is over 18 
years old and prepared to give 
up at least two hours a week 
can become a My Guide 
volunteer. 

Volunteers will be given all 
the training they need but 
everyone must agree to a CRB 
check when signing up.

Louise Dale had been in and out of foster 
homes from just 6 months of age. Now 18, 
she's about to move into her own home, 
something she says she wouldn't be able to do 
without the help of her foster mum Jan Stiff. 
Interview by LOUISE MARTIN. 


J i AN Stiff and Louise 
Dale look like any other 
| mother and daughter, 
itting on the sofa in their 
Newmarket home they 
can't help but finish each 
other's sentences as they 
catch up on the day's 
events. 

The women are clearly very 
close but to 18-year-old 
Louise, who has been in foster 
care since she was just 6 
months old, Jan is more than a 
mum: "She's the woman who 
changed my life." 

Jan, 60, began fostering in 
1997. A midwife for nearly 30 
years, Jan admits the 
profession had taken over her 
iife and she wanted to do 
something else. 

"I was in charge of a large 
area and I was often working 
from 7 in the morning until 10 
at night, so I wasn't having a 
life and I decided it was time 
to leave." 

With her nursing 
background, which also 
included caring for disabled 
people, Jan was approached 
by social services to see if she 
would be interested in caring 
for a severely disabled child, 
and her fostering career began 
from there. 

As a long-term foster carer, 
mainly working with teenagers, 
Jan has cared for many young 
adults on her own during the 
last 15 years, but is keen to 
point out it's not the number 


that's important to her. 

"I do long-term fostering, so 
it's not about how many I do - 
it's about the quality," she 
smiles. 

"I chose long-term because 
then I think the kids have got 
continuity and stability, and 
they can feel safe for longer 
rather than always coming and 
going. 

"You can't stretch your care 
to so many teenagers, it just 
doesn't work." 

Louise is one of the 
teenagers Jan has welcomed 
into her home and, with the 
foster mum's unconditional 
love and support, Louise has 
transformed her life from being 
a self confessed "troubled 
teen" to training to be a beauty 
therapist, and is about to move 
into her own home any day 
now. 

Originally from Ipswich, 
Louise went into foster care 
when she was just 6 months 
old. 

"My mum was a young 
mum so she had difficulty 
understanding what to do with 
a young child because she 
didn't really have the 
childhood that she would have 
wanted," says Louise. 

"She didn't know the first 
thing about looking after a 
child and she didn't have my 
dad to help her, so they (social 
services) thought it was best I 
went into care." 

Louise was placed on the 'at 
risk' register and for her early

years her care was divided between her 
mum and foster carers. 

"They tried the respite thing with my 
mum where I would go to a foster carer 
for a weekend to see if she would then 
be able to cope a bit better. It was that 
unstable I didn't know if I was going to 
be at home the next night or if I was 
going to be with a carer." 

Louise was moved between her mum 
and foster carers until she was 5 when it 
was decided full responsibility would be 
taken over by social services. 

"I've moved all over," says Louise. "I've 
moved to quite a few different homes - 
over 20 - for either a couple of nights or 
for longer. It was really tough." 

When Louise first came to stay at Jan's 
she was 12 years old and in desperate 
need of a permanent placement. She 
stayed with Jan for a couple of years and 
despite feeling safe and secure, she 
couldn't free herself from the routine of 
moving on again. 

"I was stuck in that mindset of always 
moving around," says Louise. "When I 
moved out of Jan's for the first time I had 
got so used to being moved around that I 
was expecting someone to say 'you're 
going to need to move on now'. 

"So I pushed Jan away and instead of 
me getting hurt and her saying, 'I don't 
want you anymore', which I know now 
she would never say, I said, 'I don't want 
you', and I went." 

Louise stayed with other foster carers 
until she was 16 when she decided she 
wanted to live on her own. 

"I moved into a hostel and I was there 
for 11 months," explains Louise. "I 
wanted to have my own place and look 
after myself and I did it, but I hated it." 

After almost a year living in the hostel 
in Ipswich, Louise asked Jan if she could 
stay with her again and, of course, the 
answer was yes. 

"Since coming back I think Louise has 
moved on in leaps and bounds," beams 
Jan. "She's got herself through a course, 
she's got a really nice boyfriend and she's 
much more level-headed. She's just 
grown up so much and it's marvellous to 
think I've had the opportunity to see it 
and that she's had the opportunity to do 
it." 

Despite the tough start in life Louise 
has had, she has remained in contact 
with her mum but admits it's not the 
usual mother-daughter relationship. 

"She is my mum, she'll always be my 
mum, but I look after her. She never had 
time to grow up and I've had this time to 
grow up and be an adult, whereas she's 
still sort of childlike." 

Her circumstances have also affected 
her outlook on having children of her 
own. 

"I think it's best to wait until you're 
older and I wouldn't want to make the 


same mistakes as her. But I think in some 
sense, if I was to have a child, I know 
that I wouldn't because I know what I've 
been through and I wouldn't want to do 
that to a child." 

To show her thanks to Jan, Louise 
nominated her for Carer of the Year in 
the Cambridge News Community Awards 
2012. Together with Louise and her 
younger foster daughter, Jan attended the 
awards at Downing College last month, 
and was delighted to win the title. 

"I was really thrilled to think Louise 
was so thoughtful to put me forward but 
in another way I was just so shocked," 
says Jan. "I was chuffed but I did think, 
'why me?' I only do what I do." 

Jan is extremely modest about her 
fostering role and also Kidzone, the 
group she runs in Newmarket for 
children and teenagers with additional 
needs, but the amount of time Jan gives 
to others doesn't go unnoticed by the 
people around her, in particular Louise. 

"She's so busy," says Louise. "She's 
constantly doing something or looking 
after someone and I thought she needed 
some sort of recognition because she 
doesn't think that she does as much as 
she does." 

Jan explains that all the children she 
has cared for over the years have had 
different needs and have all come to her 
under varying circumstances. 

"No two children are ever the same 
but they all come with such enormous 
baggage and there are so many children 
that need foster care. It's quite sad 
really." 

Earlier this year Jan was seriously 
poorly while on holiday and it has made 
her think about her future in fostering. 

"I was really ill and the doctors didn't 
think I was going to make it. I had 
problems with my gallbladder and it had 
got to the extent where it was almost 
ready to burst. I was very poorly and it 
took me several months to get over it so 
I've decided that when Louise moves on 
I'm not going to have another long-term 
person. 

"A lot of carers do need breaks and 
there are children who need emergency 
placements so I have said I will do that 
for the next couple of years." 

Louise may be moving on again but 
this time it's to her own home and, as it's 
just a few minutes from Jan, she knows 
her foster mum will never be far away. 

"It takes a lot to stand by someone 
who kicks back from you. 

"I think of Jan like my family, she is my 
family, whether it's through birth or not 
doesn't really matter because I know 
she's always going to be there to give me 
a hug and tell me it's alright. In my eyes 
that's family."

PROSPECTIVE patients can 
learn how to make a speedy 
recovery after joint surgery 
with a talk from orthopaedic 
surgeons. 

They can ask questions about 
the joint care programme at West 
Suffolk Hospital which was 
introduced in 2004 and led to 
patients going home after three 
days of recovery rather than 12.

In public, he’s the jovial Italian who founded a successful 
restaurant chain - but Antonio Carluccio has always lived 
in the shadow of depression. Now he’s written a painfully 
honest memoir and talks to EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM

I T'S a sunny autumn morning, 
and I'm chatting to Antonio 
Carluccio, restaurateur, star of 
Two Greedy Italians , author of 
more than a dozen cookery 
books and adopted 'national 
treasure'. 

Sadly it's a telephone call, so I'm 
picturing the cuddly cook sitting in his 
London garden, surrounded by unfeasibly 
large vegetables, holding the phone (and 
a cigarette) in one hand and tickling his 
beloved sausage dog, Truffle, with the 
other. 

How are you? I ask. "Fine! Everything's 
fine. It's a beautiful day," he wheezes, his 
accent still thick after nearly four decades 
on these shores. 

The Godfather of Italian gastronomy is, 
he says, looking forward to coming to 
Cambridge ("I like it very much"), to talk 
about his new autobiography, A Recipe 


For Life. But don't expect an air-brushed, 
self-congratulatory account of success: 
while he's happy to chronicle his 
triumphs, Carluccio is honest - almost 
painfully so - about his family tragedies, 
failed romances and multiple suicide 
attempts. 

Why did he decide to write it now? 
"Now? Before I lose my memory! Heheh. 
No, no, it was majorly to discover who I 
am, and there were patterns in my life I 
wanted to investigate." 

And what did he find out? "Enough to 
write another memoir," he chuckles. "No, 
it has been very interesting to see the ups 
and downs of success and sadness. 

"I was very adamant to tell the truth 
and nothing but the truth. And I did, and 
I'm very happy with that. I can turn the 
page. Something is done." 

Born on the south coast of Italy in 
1937, Carluccio's early days revolved 
around food, whether foraging for truffles 


with his brothers or scoffing his Mamma's 
delicious homemade fare. But learning to 
cook was yet to come. 

Following the death of his adored 
younger brother Enrico, who drowned 
aged just 13, a heart-broken Carluccio, 
then 23, left Italy to study languages in 
Vienna. "I was alone, I was a student, and 
I wanted to eat the food that my mother 
used to prepare. So I had to cook it," he 
says. 

"I started, naturally, with pasta sauce, 
the simple thing! And then slowly I 
gained confidence, and saw that it was 
successful with friends - and girls." 

Carluccio went on to work in the wine 
trade, and in fact didn't become involved 
in restaurants until the early 80s. By now 
living in London and on his third marriage 
- to Terence Conran's sister, Priscilla - he 
was invited to run Conran's Neal Street 
Restaurant as manager. Before long he 
owned it and, in the early 90s, opened a 
deli, Carluccio's, next door. A decade 
later it had become - and continues to be 


- a thriving high street deli/restaurant 
chain in the UK and abroad. Carluccio 
has since sold up, but continues to act as 
consultant. 

But success didn't equate with 
happiness for Carluccio, who has long 
battled with depression. In 2008, 
following the failure of his 28-year 
marriage, he locked himself in his 
bathroom and plunged a pair of scissors 
into his chest. 

His PA called an ambulance and, when 
he was released from hospital, Carluccio 
checked himself into The Priory. The 
official line was that he'd accidentally cut 
himself while sharpening a knife: it's only 
now that he's come clean. 

"I've never met somebody who has 
had only a happy life - and if he has, he 
lies," says Carluccio. 

"It's something that many people think 
about, and I tried to do it. So I can't hide 
that, but it happened. At the beginning, I 
wanted to avoid more aggravation from 
the press, so I let them scramble, but now 


I'm strong enough to say what happened. 
Fortunately it ended in a good sense, and 
I'm happy to be here." 

The Priory, he says, was "fantastic. And 
there is also a message for people in a 
similar situation: there is help around the 
corner, use it. As you see now I am totally 
calm. I managed to get through it." 

Does he still get depressed? "No, no, 
I'm very happy. The work is fantastic, and 
at 75, getting the sort of work that I do is 
just unbelievable. And I have a lovely 
woman - that keeps me young!" 

He's been with the woman in 
uestion, Sabine, for a year, which may 
isappoint his legion of female fans: is it 
true he's had 15 marriage proposals? 

"Yes, it's very silly. Heheh." 

A theme that runs throughout the book 
is the solace Carluccio finds in preparing 
food. But can anyone cook? "Anyone!" 
he bellows. "Anyone with a bit of 
patience and the will to eat good food. It 
can be very simple, you don't have to be 
a gourmet: just go into the kitchen and 
try, try, try." 

Does he ever think 'ah, I can't be 
bothered to cook' and buy a ready meal? 
"What? No!" he laughs, then pauses: "I 
had a kebab once. It was quite good, 
actually," he adds, sounding ever-so- 
slightly disappointed. 

What would his last supper be? "A 
lovely spaghetti with fresh tomatoes, a 
few leaves of basil and a little bit of garlic 
would be quite nice." Not caviar? "No, 
no! There's nothing wrong with it, I love it 
in fact, but I prefer spaghetti." 

Hopefully the jovial cook's last supper 
is a long way off. And at least, he says, 
writing his autobiography has meant that 
he's finally at peace with himself. 

"It was difficult, because you have to 
go back to memories that are not exactly 
pleasant, but all together it was very 
good. It was a good exercise for the mind 
- and the soul."

Giving a 
welcome 
to wildlife 


A THIRD of us are actively 
trying to encourage 
wildlife into our gardens 
- an increase of more than 
30% compared with four years 
ago, according to research by 
the Horticultural Trades 
Association (HTA). 

More products targeted at the wild 
bird market are available in garden 
centres and we can choose feeding 
regimes which will attract birds that 
we most want to see in our gardens, 
says the HTA, the trade association 
for the UK garden industry. 

Indeed, some 62% of us now 
regularly feed the birds in our garden 
and nearly a quarter provide nesting 
and breeding habitats. 

But birds are not the only wildlife 
we can look after during the winter 
months and beyond. 

By making leafy habitats and cosy

corners, we will provide shelter for 
small animals who need to hibernate 
uninterrupted and for beneficial 
insects who will stop the nuisances 
ones such as aphids in their tracks. 

Leave stones laid over hollows for 
toads, newts and even slow worms, 
as well as centipedes which prey on 
slugs. Pile up a few logs, which don't 
need to be massive, in a quiet, shady 
spot and soon stag beetles, spiders 
and bees will be making a home out 
of this damp log cabin. 

Log piles may also be housing slugs

and snails, which in turn will attract 
blackbirds and wood mice looking for 
a meal, while hedgehogs may also 
forage for insects and slugs. 

Try not to make your garden too 
tidy if you want to provide shelter for 
wildlife. Areas of long grass and piles 
of leaves, stones and twigs provide 
shelter for many beneficial insects 
and small mammals. Always check 
carefully for signs of life by gently 
turning over autumn bonfires before 
lighting them. 

Ladybirds gather in large clusters to 
overwinter on dead plant stems, 
particularly in more sheltered parts of 
the garden. Helping them through 
winter will mean fewer aphids in late 
spring, when ladybird larvae begin to 
eat them. 


There's a wide variety of foods 
available which attract different 
species of bird to your garden. Robins 
and blackbirds love plump, juicy 
mealworms which will provide a good 
source of protein, fat and valuable 
moisture. 

Seed mixes are full of nutritional 
value and are eagerly consumed by 
most species. Straight seeds such as 
sunflower hearts are the first choice 
for many birds and black sunflowers 
are enjoyed by chaffinches, 
greenfinches, sparrows and tits. Nyjer 
seeds are nirvana for goldfinches and 
siskins. 

Keeping bird feeders and baths well 
stocked all winter will not only help 
our feathered friends but also 
encourages them to explore other 


nooks and crannies in your garden, 
where overwintering slugs, caterpillars 
and other larvae are waiting to be 
eaten. 

Avoid cutting hedges until the end 
of winter to provide valuable shelter 
for birds and give them more time to 
eat the berries. Wait until March to 
cut back ivy growing up walls and 
fences, so the berries will be available 
to birds and the foliage can provide a 
foraging shelter for insect-eaters such 
as tits. 

If you have a pond, put a few clay 
roof tiles in it to provide shelter for 
overwintering frogs and other aquatic 
wildlife. By helping wildlife through 
the winter months, beneficial insects, 
birds and other animals will have a 
head start in spring.

A ten-year

T HIS month sees 

Cambridge’s literary 
festival staging the biggest 
winter programme in its 10-year 
history. 

Politics and current affairs dominate 
the line-up for the three-day Winter 
Wordfest, which takes place from 
November 23-25. Pundits and presenters 
including BBC political editor Nick 
Robinson and Newsnight anchor Gavin 
Esler will join former and serving 
politicians such as Labour veteran Tony 
Benn, former Home and Foreign 
Secretary Jack Straw, Tottenham MP 
David Lammy and scourge of the 
Murdoch press Tom Watson for wide- 
ranging discussions of some of the most 
pressing issues of the day.

It’s not all fact over fiction, though - 
the festival will also welcome some of 
the biggest names in contemporary 
literature, including well-loved novelists 
Edna O’Brien and Rose Tremain, while 
bestselling authors Kate Mosse and 
Joanne Harris will join forces to discuss 
their latest novels, both with a distinctly 
French flavour. 


Other highlights include a special 
show by the nation’s favourite 
performance poet, John Hegley. 

“The festival began through an 
enthusiasm for books,” explains Wordfest 
director Cathy Moore. “I was working as a 
bookseller in Waterstone’s and the idea 
formed as a result of talking about the Hay 
Festival, and what a shame it was that 
Cambridge didn’t have anything 
similar, with local author Ali 
Smith. As I cycled home that 
day the idea began to take 
shape, and I organised the 
first event for the following 
March. It started off a lot 
smaller than it is now, and 
was only held once a year. 

It was a financial risk, but 
also a great time filler, and 
lots of fun.” 

Over the intervening 
decade, the festival has 
grown and grown. “The 
defining moment when I 
realised the festival was a 
success was probably when 
was at the Babbage lecture theatre 
and there were 450 people leaving 
an event with Philip Pullman, and 
another 450 queuing to go in and see 
John Simpson,” Cathy says. 

“Cambridge audiences are very 
particular, as well as rigorous and 
demanding. It’s probably the only city 
where there’d be queues around the block 
to see Simon Baron Cohen, and empty 
seats during a David Baddiel event. 

“Non-fiction sells better in Cambridge 
than fiction, which used to surprise me as 
my passion was fiction.”

MICHAEL Hoffman’s remake of the 1966 
screwball caper about a cat burglar and 
showgirl who plan an elaborate heist has 
impeccable credentials. 

Screenwriters Joel and Ethan Coen have 
Oscars on the mantelpiece for Fargo and No 
Country For Old Men, while leading man 
Colin Firth deservedly collected a golden 
statuette for his exemplary work in The 
King’s Speech. 

In addition, co-star Tom Courtenay was 
twice shortlisted for Hollywood’s top honour 
lot Doctor Zhivago and The Dresser, while 
Hoffman himself guided Helen Mirren and 
Christopher Plummer to Oscar nominations 
in 2009 for the handsome historical drama 
The Last Station. 

With so much talent in front of and behind 
the camera, what could possibly go wrong? 
Everything, it seems, because Hoffman’s 
reworking is an unmitigated mess. 

Mild-mannered art curator Harry Deane 
(Firth) grows tired of the constant bullying of 
his obscenely wealthy boss, Lord Lionel 
Shabandar (Alan Rickman) so he concocts 


an elaborate swindle to teach his employer a 
lesson. 

With the help of loyal friend and forger 
The Major (Courtenay), Harry travels to 
Texas to befriend rodeo queen PJ Puznowski 
(Cameron Diaz) and her tobacco-spittin’ 
grandma (Cloris Leachman). 


Harry asks the blonde beauty to pose as 
the owner of a priceless Monet called 
Haystacks At Dusk, which Shabandar is 
desperate to acquire as a companion canvas 
to the other Haystacks in his private 
collection. 

The masterpiece is actually a fake painted 


by The Major but Harry is convinced he can 
pull the wool over Shabandar’s greedy eyes. 

Thrilled by the prospect of a sizeable 
payoff, PJ travels to London to carry out her 
part of the plan and Shabandar is clearly 
smitten by her. 

However, he is less convinced by the 
authenticity of the painting and calls in his 
own expert, the flamboyant Zaidenweber 
(Stanley Tucci), which throws Harry’s 
preposterous plan into disarray. 

Gambit is a shambles. We laugh out of 
pity and embarrassment as the script 
blunders from dream sequences that 
suggest Harry might actually pull off his 
hare-brained heist. 

Firth loses his trousers for a protracted 
centrepiece sequence at the luxurious five- 
star Savoy Hotel in London... but Gambit 
loses its way well before then, wheezing and 
spluttering from one clumsy gag to the next. 

The only award Firth will be collecting is a 
dreaded Razzie, which salutes the worst in 
Hollywood film-making. 

“This is absurd,” despairs Firth, standing 
half naked on the hotel ledge as he stares 
down on passing black cabs. You said it, 
Colin.

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Winter health checks for your vehicle 


■ 


It’s vitally important that, 
to maintain a car’s 
reliability, it is serviced 
regularly, and this is 
even more important 
during winter months . 

Regular servicing not only 
ensures better performance, 
but an efficient engine should 
also mean lower fuel 
consumption, cleaner exhaust 
emissions and of course, 
greater reliability. 

A good place to start is with a 
winter health check. Some of 
these tasks you may be able to 
do yourself but many garages 
and service centres offer these 
vehicle health checks at this 
time of year. Just a few simple 
checks go a long way to 
preventing many breakdowns. 
In addition, a specific pre¬ 
winter service check should 
ensure that vehicles are in 
good mechanical and electrical 
condition to face whatever the 


season might bring. Basic 
checks ideally should include 
everything from lights and tyres 
to battery and starter motor. 

Tyres should always be 
carefully checked as worn 
treads are illegal as well as 
potentially lethal - for you and 
innocent bystanders, as well as 
other road users. Tyre 
pressures, too, should be 
regularly monitored. If you 
decide against the fitting of 
winter tyres it’s important to 
ensure that you choose an 
appropriate tyre to see you 
safely on your way all year 
round. 

Battery failure is one of the 
most common causes of a 
breakdown in the winter 
months - drained from leaving 
the lights on, as we all do from 
time to time - or simply passed 
its useful life. Sluggish starting 
is a sure sign that your car 
battery is getting old. As soon 
as starting becomes slow, it’s 
time to think about buying a 


new battery. It’s possible that 
the problem might lie with the 
starter motor, so ask your 
garage to check that out, along 
with the fan belt. 

Radiators might be sporting 
leaks or cracks. The garage 
should check this important 
component. They’ll also test 
the strength of the anti-freeze. 
Extra glycol-based anti-freeze 
will boost levels to 
manufacturers’ recommended 
levels. Washer systems will 
also be tested and, of course, 
before long journeys, water 
and cleaner should be topped 
up to ensure optimum visibility 
whatever the weather. Hoses, 
too, should be examined for 
any cracks or leaks and 
replaced if there’s any doubt 
that they’ll not see you through 
the winter. Windscreen wiper 
blades should also be replaced 
after a year’s use. 

Take advantage of the winter 
checks that most small 
garages, main dealers and 


service centres are offering 
over the coming months. You 
don’t want to be stranded 
during your journey, so having 
your car checked over 
beforehand could be one of 
the best decisions you make all 
year.

On top of the world 


It’s amazing, 
says Huff after 
clinching crown 

ROB Huff was lost for words 
after clinching his first 
World Touring Car title on a 
day of high drama, tension 
and excitement on the 
streets of Macau. 

A crash in the first of 
yesterday’s two races left the 
championship in the balance 
going into the final race but a cool 
head and a steady nerve ensured 
the Newmarket-based driver 
secured the points he needed to 
finish on top of the world. 

Second place, behind race 
winner Alain Menu, was more 
than enough to confirm his 
triumph. 

“I made that about as difficult 
for myself as possible but I did it. 
It’s amazing, absolutely amazing,” 
he said. “I’m completely 
overwhelmed at the moment with 
the messages I’ve been getting. 
Twitter has gone crazy, Facebook 
has gone crazy, people have been 
texting. It’s mad, really mad. I 
can’t quite grasp the concept of 
being world champion. It’s 
amazing.” 

After a tense climax to the 
second race, which concluded 
under safety-car conditions after 
a succession of crashes, the pit 
lane became a scene of jubilation 
as friends and family including 
wife Jazz, dad Peter and sister 
Francesca started the 
celebrations. 

Out came the T-shirts bearing 
the slogan ‘Huffy 2012 WTCC 
Champion’ and the Rob Huff face 
masks, while the man himself 
could barely contain his emotions 
as he drove his Cruze back to 
pare ferme. As the reality of 
fulfilling a boyhood dream began 
to hit home, a tearful Huff 
pumped his fists and held his 
head in his hands as the enormity 
of what he had just achieved hit 
home. 

With Chevrolet calling time on 
their participation in the 
championship after eight years, 
Sunday’s denouement could not 
have gone much better. 

And Huff paid tribute to Ray 
Mallock - head of the RML outfit 
that ran the Chevrolet team - 
who recruited him. 

“It’s just been an amazing year,” 
said Huff. 

“I’d like to say a huge thank 
you to everyone, mum and dad, 
wife Jazz and sister and everyone 
who has come to Macau. We’ve 



had a hell of a supporters’ club 
here, so huge thanks to them and 
obviously to Ray and Elaine 
Mallock who alongside Eric Neve 
took a gamble on me eight years 
ago to put me in a Chevy in 
the WTCC. 


“This is the dream and for the 
gamble to pay off for them on the 
last race of the last Chevy world 
championship assault is just 
desserts for everyone involved.” 


Chevrolet’s decision, 

announced in the summer, means 
Huff is in the unusual position of 
being a world champion without 
a guaranteed drive for next 
season. But with the title now 
won, he is confident there will be 
offers on the table.

How the title 
was won: Rob’s 
road to glory 

RACE one in Macau was a disaster 
for Rob Huff, who lost out to Yvan 
Muller at the start, having qualified 
on pole. 

He overtook the Frenchman on lap 
four but moments later crashed into 
the barriers, ending his race and 
prompting a frantic repair job to 
prepare the car for race two. 
"Obviously I made a mistake but I 
can only assume there was some 
fluid on the track," he said. "In the 
eight years I've been here and the 
four days that I've been running 
around the track this year, the 
car has never reacted like that to 
that corner. I had a big oversteer 
moment and I don't really 
know why. 

"The team did an amazing job 
(repairing the car). It wasn't just 
my crew, it was Alain's (Menu) 
and Yvan's. 

"They did everything they could to 
get the car out. It could have been a 
lot worse than it was." 

The second race was just as 
dramatic. Starting with a reverse 
grid, Huff managed to move up to 
sixth - the position he needed to 
guarantee the title. He managed to 
avoid crashes that brought two 
sessions behind a safety car, the 
latter effectively ending the race. 
However, by then Huff had moved 
up to second behind Menu, with 
Muller third. 

"I knew when the safety car came 
the chances of it being a quick 
period were pretty small so 
obviously I was very relieved," said 
Huff. "I was just hoping the car 
would make it to the end. 

"There was a lot of debris on the 
circuit. The last thing you want to be 
doing is running through that and 
picking up a puncture." 

Huff finished top of the standings 
with 413 points. Menu was second 
on 401 and Muller third on 393.
